Diplemacy is 
a geed game, but we are beginning te talk abeut its being your enly 
hebby, and I den't think anyene weuld centinue under these circumstances. 

On the ether hand, a cemplete nevice te publishing sheuld net take 
the numbers. Taking ever ene ef the hebby's national activities is net 
the way te learn the ins and euts ef publishing. My circumstances are 
such that altheugh I can run a gamezine, my system weuld net be adaptable 
te publishing the numbers. A nevice is quite enthusiastic when he enters 
the hebby, but can become quite disillusioned if he bites off too much 
at once. 

Also, purely from a personal viewpoint, I don't think the new custodian 
ought to be closely connected with any of the hobby organizations! TDA, 
IDA, IDA-NA, TIDA, etc. I don't mean that the new custodian can't have 
belonged to one of these, but I don't think he should be closely identi- 
fied with one of them such as Edi Birsan or Len Lakofka is. 

I hope I haven't discouraged everyone, since we are going to need a 
new BNC. Doug has said that he will be interviewing prospective re- 
placements at Gencon, which should give some of you added incentive to 
show up. However, if you are really interested, you should write Doug 
now for an application. And thanks again to Doug for the super job he 
has done.

I 
have said before in other zines that I don't consider it fun to win a 
game against NMR's. Consequently, when I find myself in a losing pos- 
ition(yes, it happens even to me), I consider it part of the game to 
continue to fight as long as I have a unit. When you decide to sign 
up for a game, do so with the intention of fighting to your last unit 
should the occasion require. I consider it a matter of personal in- 
tegrity, and it certainly makes things easier for your over-worked GM.
